A  Flimsy  Booth 

If  there  be  any  goal  that  most  thoughtful, 
well-educated  people  seek,  it  is  the  goal  of 
security.  Material  security,  a  good  roof  over 
our  heads,  solid  walls.  Who  would  want  to 
dwell  in  a  house  where  the  roof  leaks? 

Yet  each  year  Jews  are  required  to  dwell 
in  just  such  a  house,  to  occupy  the  flimsy 
booth  called  a  sukkah  and  there  to  eat, 
weather  permitting.  The  sukkah  is  the  an¬ 
tithesis  of  the  security  for  which  we  seek.  Its 
roof  is  not  solid;  its  walls  must  be  built  well 
enough  to  withstand  normal  winds  though 
not  winds  of  unusual  force.  The  sukkah  is  a 
radical  change  of  environment,  essentially 
insecure,  though  security  be  our  normal 
goal. 

Why  go  out  of  one’s  way  to  dwell  in  a 
sukkah,  the  flimsy  booth?  Perhaps  it  is  the 
romantic  strain  in  us,  the  back-to-nature 
desire  which  needs  to  be  satisfied  from  time 
to  time.  Perhaps  it  is  to  remember  what  that 
flight  out  of  Egypt  really  was  for  our 
ancestors  when,  in  the  wilderness,  they 
dwelt  in  sukkot.  The  Passover  Seder  is, 
after  all,  so  sumptuous  a  recollection  of  the 
redemption  from  Egypt.  The  Sukkah  tells 
the  story  much  more  as  it  really  was:  cold 
and  insecure. 

And  perhaps,  just  for  a  short  while  each 
year,  it  might  be  helpful  to  imagine  what  it 
is  like  to  live  with  few  support  systems,  to 
live  in  close  touch  with  God’s  world  and  not 
the  seemingly  secure  creations  of  our  own 
hands.  After  all,  in  whose  hands,  ultimate¬ 
ly,  are  we  all? 

Walk  into  a  sukkah.  Eat  in  it.  Perhaps 
then  you  will  feel  a  security  essentially 
sublime,  a  certainty  and  security  that  come 
from  being  in  God’s  presence  and  walking 
under  the  clouds  of  His  glory.  That  is  a 
million  miles  from  the  place  most  of  us  in¬ 
habit  every  day.  It  is  what  you  find  when 
you  dwell,  once  in  a  while,  in  a  very  flimsy 
booth. 

A  very  happy  Sukkot  to  you!

The  numbers  of  such  books  are  constantly 
decreasing,  it  is  true,  but  there  is  a  great 
need  for  them  at  universities  where  courses 
in  Yiddish  have  been  introduced  and  as  a 
resource  of  a  vibrant  culture.

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On  Trip  To  Soviet  Union 
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Editor's  Note:  This  past  summer,  a 
oup  of  young  men  and  women,  students 
the  High  School,  travelled  with  members 
of  the  High  School  staff  to  the  Soviet 
Union.  The  impression  this  trip  has  made 
on  them  is  indelibly  imprinted  on  their  con¬ 
sciousness.  What  follows  is  but  a  “taste"  of 
what  is  to  come,  when  these  students  make 
their  report  later  in  the  year  to  the  con¬ 
gregation  on  this  trip.  Watch  for  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  date  and  time  when  this 
will  take  place,  put  aside  other  com¬ 
mitments  and  make  the  time  to  hear  and 
relive  with  these  young  people  this  most  ex¬ 
traordinary  of  experiences,  their  time  spent 
in  the  Soviet  Union. 


“One  Saturday  night,  in  front  of  the 
Moscow  Synagogue,  members  of  the  High 
School  met  and  talked  with  several 
members  of  the  Soviet  Jewish  community. 
Some  of  these  conversations  were  in 
English,  others  were  in  Hebrew;  some  were 
about  politics  or  religion,  others  were  about 
the  lives  of  American  movie  stars.  Sasha,  a 
red-haired  man  in  this  early  thirties  who 
was  visiting  Moscow  for  the  weekend,  in¬ 
vited  us  to  visit  him  at  his  home  in  Sochi 
when  our  group  travelled  there. 

“Three  weeks  later,  we  arrived  in  Sochi, 
a  small  resort  town  on  the  coast  of  the 
^|ack  Sea.  The  staff  arranged  to  meet 
^^ha  in  a  public  park  near  our  hotel.  Tak¬ 
ing  time  off  from  his  job  as  an  IBM  com¬ 
puter  programmer,  Sasha  walked  and  talk¬ 
ed  with  us  for  several  hours.  He  told  us  that 
it  has  been  only  recently  that  he  has  become 
interested  in  learning  Hebrew  and  the  tradi¬ 
tions,  history  and  practice  of  Judaism.  He 
also  told  us  that  it  was  impossible  to  obtain 
any  religious  articles  in  Sochi,  a  city  without 
a  synagogue.  We  decided  to  make  a  present 
to  him  of  a  tallit,  kippah  and  siddur  that 
one  of  our  group  had  brought  with  him. 

“Five  of  us  went  to  Sasha’s  parents’

house  the  next  night  to  drink  coffee  and 
give  him  the  presents  we  had  brought.  We 
sat  and  talked  with  him  in  a  room  that  look¬ 
ed  and,  with  its  collection  of  Western  jazz 
tapes,  sounded  like  any  American  dorm 
room.  As  Sasha  took  the  tallit  from  its  bag, 
a  wide  smile  spread  across  his  face.  He 
stood  up  and  admired  the  embroidery  on 
the  garment  and  ran  his  hands  up  and  down 
the  material.  Watching  Sasha  turn  the  tallit 
over  and  over  in  his  hands,  it  became  ap¬ 
parent  to  us  that  though  he  could  read  the 
Hebrew  embroidered  on  it,  he  did  not  know 
how  to  say  the  blessing  over  the  tallit  or 
how  to  wear  it.  We  handed  him  the  knit 
kippah  we  had  brought  for  him,  which 
elicited  another  smile,  and  showed  him  how 
to  wear  and  say  the  blessing  over  the  tallit. 
It  was  the  first  time  in  his  life  that  he  had 
done  either  of  these  things:  worn  a  kippah 
and  a  tallit  and  pronounced  a  blessing. 

“When  we  left  Sasha’s  home  that  night, 
all  of  us  walked  away  with  an  incredible 
feeling  of  warmth.  We  had  brought  into 
another  person’s  life,  things  and  knowledge 
which  would  have  been  impossible  for  that 
person  to  attain  otherwise.  Also,  we  had 
formed  a  strong  personal  connection  with 
another  Jew,  who  had  been  unknown  to  us 
three  weeks  earlier. 

“It  is  impossible  to  convey  here  the  scope 
of  either  our  experiences  or  our  emotional 
reactions  to  these  events.  Our  evening  with 
Sasha  stands  out  as  a  particularly  warm 
memory  for  those  of  us  who  were  involved. 
We,  who  were  part  of  this  summer  pro¬ 
gram,  invite  and  urge  you  to  attend  our 
presentation  to  the  congregation,  which  will 
take  place  in  the  Sanctuary  at  a  date  and 
time  to  be  announced.  At  that  time,  you 
will  be  able  to  hear  at  greater  length  and  in 
greater  detail,  as  well  as  talk  to  us,  about 
our  experiences  this  summer  in  the  Soviet 
Union.”
